J a  Few  Cultural  Notes 

The  Gladiolus  are  so  easy  to  grow  that  they  may  be  planted  anywhere  so  long  as 
they  are  in  the  sun,  but  they  will  not  do  well  in  any  shade.  Don’t  try  it. 

Plant  any  time  after  the  middle  of  April  to  the  middle  of  June  in  any  manner 
that  best  suits  your  plot  of  ground.  Plant  from  2  to  5  inches  deep,  the  larger  the  bulb 
the  deeper  it  should  be  planted.  It  stands  up  better. 

Now  start  the  cultivator.  The  more  the  soil  is  kept  stirred  when  not  too  wet, 
the  better  it  conserves  the  moisture  and  your  plants  will  do  better. 

The  Gladioli  will  take  a  lot  of  water  at  blooming  time.  If  you  are  in  a  position 
to  water  them  at  this  time,  do  so.  If  not,  they  will  do  fairly  well  without,  by  keeping 
the  soil  well  stirred  up. 

When  cutting  the  flowers  keep  as  many  leaves  as  possible  on  the  plant  to  mature 
the  bulb.  Too  low  cutting  weakens  the  bulb. 

When  digging,  cut  the  stalk  close  to  the  bulb  and  dry  well.  When  well  dried 
and  cleaned,  store  in  cellar  away  from  the  furnace.  If  near  to  furnace,  keep  dish  of 
water  near  them. 

The  flower  of  the  Gladioli  is  the  finest  for  vases  for  the  sick  room,  hospitals, 
churches,  cemetery  and  decorations  of  all  kinds.  Use  them  freely.
